LIFE AT THE TUILERILES.

A recent Paris journal contains an interesting
account of the “private” life of Napoleon I11:—

Itia 6 o'clock in the morning. We are sup-
posed to possess the ring of Gyges, which
makes us invisible, and boldly enter the Tuaile-
ries. Thesentinels not being nole to observe
us, we enter the great pavilion in the centre of
the yard—known us the Pavillon de I"Horlage —
pass through the main entravee, pass towards
A door on oor left, curtained with beautitul
Gobelin tapesiry, and fnd oureelves inside of a
capacious ante.-room. A herculean porier and
a crowd of lackeys in lmpenal livery (green
and red, with gold embroidery) are sii-
ting there on benches, which run slopg the
walle, or haif asleep, are strefching themselves
in spacious arm chairs, Our Uygos ring is of
vital imporiance here, for without its charm
we should inevitably be imterroguted is to our
designg, and il we had no impenal ovder to pro-
duce, we should posibively bave to retrace our
steps. Forlonately, no one can see us, our
talisman protects us, and we promptly advance
into the apurtments on our right., The first
suloon we enter i@ the Salle des Hulssiers,
These gentlemen, lkewise dressed In the bril-
laut Mveries of the Bmperor's houseliold, are
quietly tinisning their morning pap in their
comlortable arw-chuirg. Not wishing to dis-
turb them, we puss on W 4 second salvon, ele-
gantly turmished with heavy red silk damask
tapestry, richly gilt arovcbaire, ete. ete. Here
we find the Adjotanl and  Chamberinin
in  walting, both of them in ordiosrcy
civilian’®s  dress, there belng  evideotly
no particular  ceremony st court iu

roepeet lor to-day, else the ollicer would appear
rn the oulform ot his corpg, snd the Chawmber-
Iain in his searlet and eold atuire, This saloon
Jesds us into a spacious and clegantoue beyond,
also hung with beautifal dark red dnmupsk ta-
pesiry, and richly gilded throughout. In this
snloon the Couneil of the Ministry is beld, Itis
the Salle du Couseil. In the centie of the
saloon stands an enormous table, round which
are pluced one arm-chair nnd fen ordinary
chrira, At this table the Buperor presides in
counciltwice n week rogularly, lmmediately
adjoiving this saloon is the cabinet, or, more
properly speakiog, the first cubinct of the Em-
peror; for this spacions hall is divided into two
apurtments, in the first of which the Emperor
receives Lhose pereons to whom he has granted
an audlence, while in the second one he speads
& good part of the day wrifing, reading reports,
snd exasminiog vast heaps of decaments, which
awsait his sction or his signature.

Two valels are occupied dusting the farpiture
and arranging the room generally—the Emperor
may enter at any monient. Thess two valels,
together with a iret Huissier, a chiel valel, and
about half-a-dozen old lackeys, are in constant

ereondl sitendance on the BEmperor. They are
E‘uaty and tried gervants, some of whom huye
formed parl, even, of the household of Queen
Hortense (mother of the Emperor), and who ull
adore thelr master, and with sincere devotion
and much dlscretion watch over everything
concerning his personal safety. 1 say purpos:ly
“‘with much discretion,” for it is by no means
easy to watch over the Emperor, since he alto-

ether and positively disdsins all the precau-
jonsry megsures with which it Is deemed best
to surround him, It requives, therefore, much
forethonght and circnmspection to conceal them
as much as possible,

It sirikes 7 o'clock from the Pavillon de I'Hor-
lage, and the Emperor has eusl. entered hils cabi-
net. The first person that s regulurly admitled
every day at this time is Dr. Counnean, of
historical fame, He was once the faitutal com-

avion of the “Prisoper of Ham,” and has since

come the contidant of the Emperor. He ls
the Emperor's physieinn in ordivary, and has,
moreoyer, to perform the diffiouly and delicate
duty of attending to pressuts, pensions, aud, in
fact, to everything directly depending upon the
benevolence and magnanimity of his imperinl
master, Shortly after Dr, Conuesu, the ¢hief
of cabinet and the private secretary of the Em-
perur make their appearsnce, giviog him o
condensed report of petitions received, ete,

An Auncient Bafe from Pompell.

We trauslate from the Paris Monitear Univer-
scl, ol September 16, 1he following deseription
of & snfle aud other objects of wterest discovered
in the unclent city ol "ompeli, in the progress
of excavalions diicclea by the Italian Govern-
ment;—

The excavations at Pompeli, directed with
equal sctivity and skl by Senator Fisrelll, are
continaally bringing v teresting objecis 1o light,
Within the past few dayd a cofler or sale Las
been found, covered with plates of iron, and
ornamernted with (ol age and bae re'iefs o
bronze and bearing o certdin resemblance to
the safes now veea iu vablie oflices aod com-
mercial establishmen's, The safe of Pompei
consists vl un oblong box about a metre fn
length (39 1-3 inches; by 50 centimetres (about
hnll the length) in widih, aud the same in depth.,
The box must have Loeen covered with plutes
of from, of which ouly traces remaing bat the
orppmentation in broaze on the anletior lce
remains almost intact. This ornamentation is
composed of & border of vy leaves almost de-
tached, having been securedl by iron nails,
which are worn away by oxidation. In the
middle appears a group of six figures disiri-
buted in & squure in the lolowing manner:—In
the centre is the hewd of @ man, sonething like
what 5 known in aresitecture as s “‘mask;”
above, two female busts ol the Dians type;
above these, two wineged gemi, one of which is
crowned with flowers; aund, in a line perpen-
dicular 10 the mask, wud exactly at the point
whore' the handie for raising the cover was
atinebed, is a dop’s hewl, with ears lowered,
and in ik menacipg attitude,

These fgures wre cxecuted willh great care;
they hid, no doubt, been cast and atterwards
finished with the graver. The eenil are charm-
ing models. They wore a smiling expression,
and are as beaatilul as the nugels' heads carved
by G. Libertion the great door of the baptstry
ol Florence. The fewsle busts and the mask,

which are ciaborately wrought in the style of |
the finest ‘medals of the best epoch, might well |

be taken for portraitz of the owner of the coffer
and his ehildren, or perhaps his wife and sister.
However this may be, the head of the dog and
the wreath of vy are indigputable symbols of
vigilance and fdelity; ailegories in every respoct
aprllrunrl.nto in the ornamentation of a safe,

‘he coffer had no lock. It was secured by the
agency of a simple mechunism, similar to a
surrasine; but it seoms probuble—and thisis one
ol 1he curions features of the box—that the won
rlmcu concenled bolte known only to theowner,

t was found In an inasigniticant house situated
on the Bwables road, south of the city, in the dl-
rection of Custellnmare, [t was, besides, en-
tirely empty. It is known that a great many
Er«»r-lnus nhi]i:ct,s were carried away or removed

y the inhabitants of Pompeli daring and after
the catastrophe, However, the excavations, di-
rected with particulsr attention to the locality
In which the safe was found, have produced
fwmportaut resulte. Thus, in a small box nearly
otumbled to powder, being made of a delicate
wood, was found ouc of those hollow globes
of zold (bula) whirn the children of the rich
wore on the neck uotil the sixtegnth year, when
they excbhauged the pretexla for the (oga virdis,

In the musenm at Naples is to be seen n mar-
blo statue of young Nero, in which the future
Emperor is represented in the prefexta and
wearing the bwia, whish 18 in every respect
like that which has jost been dikcovered nat
Pompeil, The latter consists of & globe of metal
about five cenbimeires (195100 inch) iu
dinmeter, opening like n shell, and eapable of
containing certain small articles, Ooly the two
cups of the =phere hud been flattened by the
pressare of earth or eshies, It is suemounted by
4 1ibbou ke ring, cliborately wroueht in fila-
groe: through this rine was passed the cord by
which the bwfla was suspended to the neok of
the youths, who were on this nceount sometimes
designated by the title of buliafd,

Other precious objeols have been fonnd in the
samo loovulity, noticenble smong which are five
gold rings, a pin similar to those worn now in
cravals, a broken bracelet, and ear-rings of a
model entirely new (n the Inventory of antique
discoveries, aud resembling those which ?hu
